Folia caulina trifida sessilia vel 
brevi-petiolata, petiolis 1 cm. longis. Folia radicalia 1-3 5-10 cm. in 
diametro petiolata, petiolis 15 cm. longis, ambitu rotundato-reniformia 
trisecta, segmentis mediis apiee trifidis, lateralibus peclato-bilobis, omnibus 
grosse serratis. ,Bractm inferiores 3-5 cm. longm 2-3-fidm, superiores ca.

Maxim, in having long-pedicelled (2 mm.) male flowers which are persistent, 
and they are inhabitants of our western and southern provinces and they 
are much smaller. In the former each umbellet has a female flower 
surrounded by male ones and in the latter the fruit provided with glanules 
and straight prickles, while our species has 3 female flowers on an um¬ 
bellet and fruit is coated with hooked echinus.
